The musical score for “I Want To Live,” 
the Susan Hayward starrer opening ........ 
Oto thet eas. cane Theatre through United 
Artists release, is not only different in sound, 
it is different in concept. Never before has a 
movie score been such an important, integral 
part of the picture. In “I Want To Live,” 
Susan plays a role based on the life of Barbara 
Graham, California B-girl whose torrid. living 
led to her controversial trial and execution for 
murder. Barbara’s wild and frenzied life was 
infiltrated with jazz, the new, progressive jazz 
that started to find its voice when Barbara 
was enjoying life to its fullest. And it is 
that wonderful sound, the music for “I Want 
To Live,” that was composed, arranged and 
directed by Johnny Mandel. 

This fabulous sound track, as played by 
a big band of top-notch West Coast jazz musi- 
cians, and directed by Mandel, is available

Rated by fellow musicians as one of the 
most brilliant young composer-arrangers to 
emerge on the modern scene, Mandel is also 
a recognized artist on the trombone and bass 
trumpet. A native New Yorker, he studied at 
the Manhattan School of Music and Julliard. 
He played with such noted jazz men as Joe 
Venuti, Jimmie Dorsey and Alvino Ray. He 
wrote for Artie Shaw, and arranged for Count 
Basie, Stan Getz and Chet Baker. 

Mandel is more than enthusiastic for the 
music of “I Want To Live.” Just get him 
started and he’ll tell you that “some people 
have dubbed this music ‘anxiety jazz,’ but 
it’s more than that. It’s jazz to fit every 
emotion. It’s a form with a wonderful future. 
I’m sure that in France, Italy, Japan, in any 
country you want to name where motion pic- 
tures are shown, they'll recognize and appre- 
ciate the all-jazz idiom and demand more. 

“And as for the long-playing album | 
feel that the music has a quality that will 
always stay fresh. You'll wear out the grooves 
and your diamond needles, before you'll tire 
of the boys giving out with the “I Want Too 
Live’ score.” 


Gerry Mulligan Heads 
‘l Want to Live ’Combo 


Gerry Mulligan has achieved his present 
acceptance and influence among audiences and 
musicians throughout the world in several 
directions simultaneously. 

He is respected as the most fluent and 
personal of all modern baritone saxophonists. 
He is, moreover, a composer-arranger who 
has done much to restore lean, multi-linear 
ensemble playing to jazz. 

Mulligan’s recordings are among the most 
consistent sellers in jazz history. He is heard 
often on concert tours of colleges and major 
cities—and has appeared on a number of TV 
jazz programs. He makes his film debut in 
United Artists’ Susan Hayward starrer, “I 
Want to Live!”, due ........ athe Meer: 
Theatre. The sound track of the picture, in- 
cluding his performance, is available on United 
Artists Records’ “The Jazz Combo from ‘! 
Want To Live!’” 

Mulligan was born March 6, 1927 in 
New York City, and raised in Philadelphia. 
He organized a dance band, and at age 17, 
he did arrangements for the WCAU_ house 
band. It was at this time he met and was 
encouraged by the late Charles Parker. Eventu- 
ally Mulligan emigrated to New York where he 
joined Gene Krupa, and stayed for a year. He 
left Krupa to become associated with Claude 


Thornhill, for whom he played and did arrange- 


ments. And it was during the Thornhill era 
that Mulligan joined the influential circle of 
jazz greats such as Gil Evans, John Lewis. 
Miles Davis, and Lee Konitz. 

After going to the West Coast in 1951, he 
started a combo with Chico Hamilton on 
drums and Chet Baker on trumpet. In 1954, 
with certain replacements, he took the combo 
to the Jazz Festival in Paris, where they 
created a fantastic success. “Down Beat,” one 
of the nation’s top jazz magazines, voted him 
winner of its popularity poll of *53-54, and 
new star of 753. 

Besides being a major factor in opening 
the way for the current popularity of modern 
jazz with group expression as well as solo 
improvisation, Mulligan also brought a rather 
rare and pungent humor to jazz—in his 
playing and in his occassional addresses to 
his audiences. 

The music for “I Want To Live!” featured 
in the United Artists long-playing record 
album was composed, directed and arranged 
by Johnny Mandel. Seven of the nation’s top 
jazz men, including Gerry Mulligan, play the 
score. The others are Shelly Manne, drums; 
Red Mitchell, bass; Pete Jolly, piano; Frank 
Rosolino, trombone; Art Farmer, trumpet and 
Bud Shank, alto sax.

The Story 


(Not for Publication) 


The beautiful, amoral Barbara Graham (SUSAN HAYWARD) 
comes to San Francisco’s tenderloin district where the upbeat of 
modern jazz sets the tone for violence and excitement. Barbara has 
worked every racket and played every angle from perjury to prosti- 
tution. 

After a prison term, Barbara shills for an unsavory pair cf 
gamblers, Emmet Perkins (PHILLIP COOLIDGE) and Jack Santo 
(LOU KRUGMAN). Finally, Barbara feels she can afford to go 
straight—and marries one of Perkin’s cohorts—a handsome young 
bartender named Henry Graham (WESLEY LAU) with a single 
weakness—dope. 

A child is born—but within weeks, the marriage is on the 
rocks. Desperate and broke, Barbara goes into hiding with Santo 
and Perkins. 

Ominously, the San Francisco police tail Barbara on her way to 
the hideout. In a brutal questioning session at a San Francisco 
precinct, it develops that Barbara, Santo and Perkins have been 
picked up on a murder rap. The police are convinced that the trio, 
plus Bruce King (James Philbrook) brutally murdered an elderly 
widow, Mabel Monahan, in her home a few weeks earlier. 

The case against Barbara deepens. Bruce King turns state’s 
evidence and names Barbara as the actua! killer. Her own alibi 
can only be verified by her son (6 months old) and her dope-addict 
husband. In despair, she agrees to “buy” an alibi from a friend 
of her cell-mate. 

Suddenly, her “‘alibi’’ appears on the stand, as a witness for 
the prosecution.”’ The alibi was an elaborate police trick—and the 
“friend’’ was a police officer. The policeman testifies that Barbara 
admitted to him that she was at the scene of the crime. 

After five and one half hours of deliberation, the jury returns 
the verdict—"’Guilty as charged.”’ 

Outside the courtroom, Barbara is interviewed by Ed Mont- 
gomery (SIMON OAKLAND) the reporter who has led the smear 
campaign against the “‘titian-haired murderess.”’ 

Interviewed by the renowned psychologist, Carl Palmberg 
(THEODORE BIKEL), Barbara is diagnosed as utterly amoral and 
anti-social—but Palmberg is convinced that she cannot kill. The 
psychologist rallies the forces to her defense—even reporter Mont- 
gomery changes his mind and joins the campaign to free Barbara 
Graham. 

All appeals for clemency and legal maneuvers fail and the 
execution date is set for the third and final time. 

At 32, Barbara Graham is dead.

and directed by Robert Wise 
from a screenplay by Nelson 
Gidding and Don Mankiewicz. 


The screenplay is based on ori- 
ginal material gathered by Ed- 
ward S. Montgomery, Pulitzer 
Prize-winning reporter of the San 
Francisco Examiner, who covered 
the case from the time of Mrs. 
Graham’s arrest in Lynwood, 
Calif., May 3, 1953, to the mo- 
ment of her execution at the age 
of 32 in the San Quentin gas 
chamber, June 3, 1955. Mont- 
gomery, portrayed in the film by 
Simon Oakland, was originally 
convinced of her guilt, but later 
following death house interviews 
with the condemned woman, and 
with psychologist, Carl Palmberg, 
he strangly believed she had been 
the victim of a glaring mis- 
carriage of justice. Palmberg is 
portrayed by Theodore Bikel. 

Barbara Graham already had 
a prison record for perjury and 
prostitution when she was arrest- 
ed with ex-convicts Emmet Per- 
kins and Jack Santo, portrayed 
respectively by Philip Coolidge 
and Lou Krugman, for the mur- 
der of Mrs. Mabel Monahan, an 
aged widow. 

Although she maintained her 
innocence, the jury found her 
guilty on the evidence of an- 
other ex-convict (James Phil- 
brook) picked up at the scene of 
the crime who had turned state’s 
evidence. Another damaging 
piece of evidence was supplied by 
a police officer who had tricked 
Barabara into believing he was 
an underworld character who 
could supply her with an _air- 
tight alibi. A tape recording of 
their conversation fatal to her 
case was introduced into the 
record. After she had been con- 
victed, Montgomery and her law- 
yer led an unsuccessful fight te 
save Barbara Graham from the 
gas chamber.

Theatre 
through United Artists release, 
it is not important whether the 
screen prove her guilt or inno- 
cence. He says: 

“Our aim was to make a mem- 
orable motion picture, drawn 
from factual sources — the trial 
transcript, the letters of Barbara 
Graham, the research of Ed Mont- 
gomery, Pulitzer Prize-winning 
reporter of the San Francisco 
Examiner, the headlines of the 
day, the editorials which fol- 
lowed. When Nelson Gidding 
and Don Mankiewicz started their 
screen play, I told them to go 
all out—hold back nothing. 

“You may recall that twice, on 
her way to the gas chamber, 
Barbara Graham was called back 
to her death cell, with momentary 
stays of execution which buoyed 
her hopes for life, only to dash 
them when each stay was rescind- 
ed. ‘Why do they torture me this 
way?’ she finally cried in an- 
guish. 

“This is a true, a gripping 
story, of a woman who could con- 
sort with known murderers, who 
had been convicted of perjury, 
of prostitution, of passing bad 
checks, of shilling for a gambling 
house, yet who was also a de- 
voted mother. 

“The torture Barbara Graham 
underwent in those final hours 
on Death Row was, of course, un- 
forgivable. The people who see 
our film will have to make up 
their own minds as to whether 
Barbara Graham was wrongfully 
convicted and executed.” 


(Special Feature) 
Sometimes it takes a long time 
to execute a person for the 
movies—-especially if you do it 
right. 


On June 3, 1955, adult delin- 
quent Barbara Graham was pul 
to death in San Quentin. Actu- 
ally, the execution took place be- 
tween 11:30 and 11:45 a.m., the 
entire event occupying only 15 
minutes. 


Yet in “I Want to Live!,” the 
United Artists release opening 
ed Gamo at the ....... Theatre, 
based on her life, with Susan 
Hayward as Mrs. Graham, the 
process took several days. 


There are a number of reasons 
for the long movie version. Bar- 
bara Graham had two delays of 
execution.

How does a star who has been nominated four times 


for an Academy Award as best actress, but who has yet 


to win the golden Ocsar, go about finding a role which 


will finally turn the trick? 


“In the first place,” said Susan Hayward, the one star 


who answers to the foregoing 
description, “you may have to 
appear in plenty of ‘turkeys’ be- 
fore you reach a point where you 
have any say-so about your parts. 

““Right of script approval’ is 
ihe way that ‘say-so’ is described 
in contracts. And it takes a lot 
of blood, sweat and tears to reach 
that favored spot. By the time you 
get there, you undoubtedly know 
the sort of thing you do best, so 
you read and read and read, al- 
ways looking for roles to fit your 
specialty.” 

According to Robert Wise, who 
directed Susan in her latest pic- 
ture, “I Want to Live!”, story of 
convicted murderess Barbara Gra- 
ham topemitte = 3205 sees at the 
a el Seeteaeadecs Theatre through Unit- 
ed Artists release, Susan doesn’t 
have a “specialty” as such. “She 
has the widest range of anyone 
I know,” declared Wise. “She 
can do anything, from raucous 
slapstick to the most poignant 
kind of emotional drama.”

Miss Hayward had been nomin- 
ated for the Academy Awards,— 
“Smash Up,” “My Foolish Heart,”

“T read the outline and was 
fascinated by the contradictory 
traits of personality in the 
strangely controversial woman, 
who had an extraordinary effect 
on everyone she met. She was 
first a juvenile, then an adult 
delinquent, arrested on bad check 
charges, perjury, soliciting, and a 
flood of misdemeanors. But some- 
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where along the line she was a 
good wife and loving mother. 

“T read her letters, often liter- 
ate, sometimes profound. She 
loved poetry and music, both jazz 
and classical. None of this seemed 
to square with the picture drawn 
of her at the time of her trial. [ 
studied the trial transcript. I be- 
gan to wonder myself whether 
she was really guilty or innocent. 
In a word, I became so fascinated 
by the woman that I simply had 
to play her. 

“She was not just another wom- 
an. She was a human being, with 
moments of passion, joy, humor 
and overpowering tragedy. All of 
these elements combine into what 
I consider a ‘meaty’ part.”

In May, 1951, he received a 
Pulitzer Prize for his reporting 
of Internal Revenue scandals. 
This was but one of several 
honors his investigative work has 
earned for him. 


Largely because of his repor- 
torial connection with the murder 
of Mrs. Mabel Monahan in 1953 
—for which Jack Santo, Emmett 
Perkins and Barbara Graham were 
convicted and executed — Mont- 
gomery wrote a long transcript of 
the case which came to the atten- 
tion of veteran Hollywood pro- 
ducer Walter Wanger It is this 
transcript upon which scenarists 
Nelson Gidding and Don Man- 
kiewicz based the screenplay of 
“T Want to Live!.” 


The film is a pictorial record 
of the adult delinquent, Barbara 
Graham, tracing her checkered 
and shook-up career from San 
Francisco B-girl to the San Quen- 
lin gas chamber as a convicted 
murderess — a conviction which 
Montgomery today does not be- 
lieve was justified. 


Montgomery served with the 
Marines from 1942 to 1945, then 
joined the staff of the San Fran- 
cisco Chronicle. In October, 1945 
he switched to the San Francisco 
Examiner where he has remained 
ever since. 


He started building nationwide 
reputation as an investigative re- 
porier by uncovering scandals 
with the Office of Price Informa- 
tion. In the spring of 1950 he 
started an investigation of the 
Department of Internal Revenue. 
After seven months of digging, 
he named five people, all of whom 
were tried and convicted. They 
included two underworld figures, 
two high ranking officials and an 
ex-con go-between. 


Montgomery also helped send 
to San Quentin the convicted 
blackmailer and  extortionist 
Harry Tarantino. It was Mont- 
gomery, too, who found the body 
of a 14-year-old girl murdered 
by the 27-year old Burton Abbott. 


Mild-mannered and popular Ed 
Montgomery has twice been presi- 
dent of the San Francisco Press 
Club. He is married to the former 
Helene Per Lee, and has three 
children.

“If there was ever a_para- 


doxical woman,” she told Robert

ed over the letters Barbara Gra-

“In them she wrote of her in- 
nocence and faith in her ulti- 
mate acquittal,” Susan reported 
“of her love for her son and the 
consolation she received from 
her religious faith. 

“She wrote of her love of good 
writing (Hemingway, A. EF. 
Houseman) and the music of 
Brahms and progressive jazz men 
Shelly Manne and Dave Brubeck. 
She wrote humorously and 
poignantly. This was no ordinary 
woman.” 

But returning to the photo of 
Barbara Graham, showing her 
manacled and being led into San 
Quentin’s Death House, Susan 
Hayward reiterated the question 
that may never be answered.

To date six men actively con 
cerned in the conviction of Bar- 
bara Graham for the brutal slay- 
ing of Mrs. Mabel Monahan in 
the latter’s Burbank home on 
March 9, 1953, have died. 


The first to go were Jack Santo 
and Emmet Perkins convicted as 
her accomplices. 


Next to fall under the spell 
of the “curse” was John Lawson 
True, one of the gang implicated 
in the murder, who turned state’s 
evidence. 

Violent death came to True 
on the Mississippi River January 
22, 1958. He was one of four men 
who perished when the 100-foot 
boat India Prince collided with 
a_ freighter. 

The last of the “lars” to meet 
an untimely end William 
Upshaw, crushed to death in a 
collision between his automo- 
bile and a bus near Indio, Cal. 

It was Upshaw who detailed to 
police the inception of the plot 
that resulted in the Monahan 
murder.
